The fort was 
returning the fire vigorously and vi­ 
ciously. 
But the buccaneers timed 
their broadsides with extraordinary

Gibbering and cursing. M. de Riva­ 
rol stood there and watched this ac­ 
tion, so presumptuously undertaken 
by Blood on his own responsibility. 
Meanwhile the fight went merrily 
on. 
The fort was suffering badly.

It may have been a couple of 
hours later, when Captain Blood, as 
spruce and cow as if he had just 
come from a levee, stepped upon the 
quarter-deck of the Victorleuse. to 
confront M. de Rivarol, still in bed­ 
gown and nightcap. 
“I have to report, M. Ie Baron, 
that we are in possession of the fort 
on Boos Chica. 
The standard of 
France is flying from what remains 
of its tower, and the way info the 
outer harbor is open to your fleet.” 
M. de Rivarol was compelled to 
swallow his fury. 
“You are fortunate, M. Blood, that 
you succeeded,” he said. 
“It would 
have gone very 111 with you had you 
failed.” 
Blood pointed out the fort at the 
mouth of the Inner harbor, which 
was Just barely visible above the 
waving palms on the intervening 
tongue of land. 
He announced that 
Its armament was lees formidable 
than that of the outerfcrt, which 1 


they had reduced: but on the other 
cand. the passage was very much 
narrow er than the Boca Chica, and! 
before they could attem pt to make it 
in any case, they m ust dispose of 
those defenses. 
He proposed th at 
the French ships should enter the 
outer harbor, Mid proceed at once 
to 
bombardment. 
Meanwhile, 
he 
would land three hundred bucca­ 
neers and some artillery on the east­ 
ern side of the lagoon, beyond the 
fragrant garden islands dense with 
richly bearing fruit-trees, and pro­ 
ceed simultaneously to storm the 
fort In the rear. Thus beset on both 
sides at once, and demoralized by 
the fate of the much rtronger outer 
fort, he did not think the Spaniards 
would offer a very long resistance. 
Then it would be for M. de Rivarol 
to garrison the fort, whilst Captain 
Blood would sweep on with his men. 
At noon on the morrow, shorn of 
defenses and threatened with bom­ 
bardment, Cartagena sent offers of 
surrender to M. de Rivarol. 
Swollen with pride by a victory for 
which he took the entire credit to 
himself, 
the

terms. He demanded that all public 
effects and office accounts be de­ 
livered up; that the merchants sur­ 
render all moneys and goods held by

those who elected to remain must 
surrender half, and become the sub­ 
jects of France; religious house* cmd 
churches should be spared, but they 
must render accounts of all moneys 
and valuables in their possession.

agreed, 
having

choice UL the matter, a n i on the 
next day, which was the 5th of April, 
Mu de Rivarol entered the city and 
proclaimed it now a French colony, 
appointing M. de Cussy Its Governor.

Kttronomical Science, Although Enor* 
mousiy Developed, Has Yet a 
Great Deal to Discover. 


A century of continuous achleve- 
aents In 
the knowledge of other 
rorlds has brought us, as Professor 
Aldington suggests, to the threshold 
f expectations which a generation 
go would have been deemed fantas­ 
ie. 
We have giant telescopes beyond the 
naglnation of fifty years ago. The 
imera has, in the minds of many of 
*e public, almost brought the sun 
ad his satellites onto a dissecting 
.ble. Above everything else the spee­ 
ch scop© has revolutionized astronom- 
al science by revealing the materials 
whicli the sun, moon and stars are 
mposed. 
But we must calmly awalt the In- 
rmation of science which admits the 
istence of vegetation in Mars as to 
mysterious “signals” of its inhatv 
nts. There may be men in the moon 
the breathable atmosphere of its 
jpendous craters. The field of astron 
*mical research excludes nothing but 
e impossible. We ail share the “feel- 
g” to which Professor Eddington 
ive expression, “that we are on th© 
erge of something greater than our 
reams can shape.”—London Mail.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—The pressing 
need of more 
golf 
courses 
was 
shown by tho compilation today of 
the num ber of golfers who played 
over public links in Chicago during 
1922. 
W hile more than 
a million 
ticket* w ere issued, 
starters 
said 
three or four times as many would 
have been taken if there had been 
room for play. 
The courses 
were 
crowded from dawn to dusk from 
earliest spring to latest 
fall 
and 
players were sent out in fours, so 
close to each other that two or three 
foursomes were on each hole. 
The 
largest num ber were accommodated 
at the 18 bole links in Jackson Tark, 
w here 124,584 players 
teed off, or 
some 500 a day from March to De­ 
cember. 
This required the starting 
of four players every five minutes 
from 6 a. rn., until 5 p. rn. 
On th* nine-hole links In Jackson 
P ark 118.O70T players 
golfed 
while 
.he Lincoln Tark 
nine-hole 
course 
furnished golf to IDS 828 and the I 


hole links in M arquette T a rt took 
care of 100,077. 
The other half million w ere forced 
to m ake long trips to forest preserve 
links and semi public courses. 
The largest play on any private 
links In the world was that a t the 
Olympia Fields Club, Chicago, which 
with three 18 hole courses took care 
of 60,000 golfers in 1922.
